ance of an instructor, at the 
rate he need? and desires. 


The kev to the whole thins is 


the student's "own speed." 


The teachers and administra- 


tors are developing individual- 
ized instruction programs in as 
many areas as possible. Such 
programs are already in opera- 
tion in most of the following 
departments: 


M a t h ematics-science, 
data 


processing, electronics, conser- 
vation, metals, design-drafting. 
English, c h i l d care, social 
studies, secretarial, marketing, 
agri-business, home economics, 
health occupations 
and

motive. 


In explaining the program to 


the board, Spanbauer listed the 
advantages of individualized in- 
struction, comparing it with the 
conventional course of instruc- 
tion:

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Tangled Legalities of War 


Much as it would be nice it the I'm tod 


States Supreme Court would clairfy th? 
right of the executive department of the 
United States to \\age war without a 
declaration of such a state by Congress, 
it, must 
be 
recognized 
t h a t 
the 


arguments upon which the Court again 
refused 
to review the matter are 


reasonable. 


The confusion arises from the fact 


that while the United States Constitution 
designates the President as commander- 
in-chief of the armed forces with all that 
implies as far as ordering troops around 
is concerned, it gives to the Congress 
alone the right to declare war. Vietnam 
is the most obvious confrontation of the 
conflict but there have been others such 
as the police action in Korea and the 
sending of American troops to various 
Latin American countries ostensibly to 
protect American nationals but not 
always convincingly so. When President 
Johnson sent American troops to the 
Dominican Republic it was obviously an 
effort to avoid a civil war in that country 
and discourage the landing of Cuban 
infiltrators as well as keep in power the 
conservative government at the time. So 
far 
it's 
been 
successful. 
President 


Eisenhower's action in sending troops to 
Lebanon is in much the same category. 


But while the action brought to the 


high court for review and rejected by a 
vote of 5-2 (there are two vacancies on 
the court) concerned 
two American 


soldiers who contend the government 
has no authority to send them to fight an 
undeclared war. there has been tacit 
agreement about the state of affairs in 
Vietnam by Congress although not the 
open declaration of war. 


In the first place, there have been the 


continued appropriations to fight the 
war. On<i can argue that Congressmen 
are in a bind in this regard since they 
can hardly explain to their constituents 
action which could deprive American 
military men of weapons with which to 
defend their lives. 


But they could set a cut-off date for 


such appropriations which would place 
at least part of the responsibility for 
keeping utidci -equipped Americans in a 
\\ar /one upon the executive depart- 
ment. In fact, there has been a con- 
tinued, but so far unsuccesslul. effort to 
do just that. 


Secondly, there was the Gulf of 


Tonkin resolution which authorized the 
President to do anything he wanted to 
protect American lives in Indochina, 
even though the great majority of those 
lives belonged to American troops sent 
there 
without 
Congressional 


authorization. That resolution has been 
repealed but it did represent an official 
Congressional interest in and backing 
of American military activities in that 
particular area. 


The major problem is that trying to 


mediate the conflict as to responsibility 
between the two departments of the 
government is extremely 
difficult. It 


may be that the presence of American 
troops in some areas can help reduce the 
possibilities of major war although in 
this decade that likelihood appears to be 
decreasing. A declaration of war against 
North Vietnam would almost 
surely 


have required, for face saving purposes, 
some sort of similar action against the 
South Vietnamese and even the United 
States, by Hanoi and perhaps Peking or 
Moscow- as well. More and more military 
forces and equipment must be con- 
sidered as deterrents to war not as 
means of fighting it. something that has 
not as yet reached some people in the 
Pentagon. 


We must, rely in the long run upon the 


integrity of the executive department, 
the value of the advice it receives and an 
absolute dedication to give to the United 
States Congress all the pertinent in- 
formation. To encourage this must be 
the determination of Congress — and the 
news media — to dig out and relay that 
information. 


What's Behind Aid to Greece ? 


There is a most disturbing report 


prepared for the House foreign affairs 
subcommittee on Europe and recently 
made public that strongly intimates 
private financial interests are heavily 
influencing the Nixon Administration's 
attitude toward Greek colonels who 
control the country through force. 


The primary figure who isn't so 


shadowy is supposed to be Thomas 
Pappas. a Greek-American from Boston 
with heavy interests in the Esso-Pappas 
refining, petrochemical 
and steel 


complex. The report claims that 
maintaining the junta in power is im- 
portant to Pappas' financial interests; 
that 
he has 
made 
extensive con- 


tributions to the Republican party and is 
executive chairman of the Republican 
finance committee, and that he even had 
a voice in picking Spiro Agnew as Vice 
Presidential candidate. The report also 
says he was partly responsible for the. 
choice of Henry Tasca as American Am- 
bassador to Greece and accompanies 
such Nixon Administration brass as 
Secretary of Commerce Maurice Stans 
and Secretary of Defense Melvin Laird 
on their visits to Athens. It is not easy to 
forget Secretary Stans enthusiastic 
comments about the stability of the 
current junta and the "wonderfully close 
relations that exist today between our 
two countries." 


The 
House 
of Representatives 


recently voted that American military 
aid to Greece should be cut off since the 
junta had not fulfilled its promise to 
encourage more democratic trends. The 
law does permit such aid if the President 
of the United States believes our national 
security is involved. 


The more fad 
that a particular 


regime dors not follow completely our 
beliefs in democracy and civil rights is 
not enough for u:; io cut off diplomatic or 
trade relation?, or In refuse to supply 
loans and grant;., oven for military 
purposes. We cannot dictate the forms of 


government to every country in the 
world with vastly different traditions 
and histories than those of our own. Our 
national security involving Greece may 
require continued financial support 
because of Greece's position in the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. And the 
same might apply for Turkey. Our bases 
in Spain may warrant our assistance to 
that dictatorship and we have had 
reasons for some help to Yugoslavia and 
Taiwan, neither of which are remotely 
democracies. ' 


But if there is a hint that our aid is in 


reality a financial boost to one particular 
American or even a group of Americans, 
then every other American who pays his 
taxes ought to resent it deeply. No one 
should know this better than President 
Nixon, whatever the possible monetary 
benefits to the Republican party. And it 
should be noted that this particular 
problem has not been restricted to the 
Republicans. Heavy political con- 
tributors 
often 
expect 
to 
influence 


domestic and foreign policies. 


The dangers in the current Greek 


situation is that it may boomerang. 
There appears to be deep opposition to 
the colonels'junta, although many of the 
dissidents are in prison. According to 
Lucia Mouat in the Christian Science 
Mnrn'for. "congressional investigations 
have confirmed 
that the Pappas 


brothers' foundations had been used as 
conduits by the Central Intelligence 
Agency." Pappas institutions in Greece 
also have been sabotaged by what are 
believed to be opponents of the regime. 


The junta has tried to justify its 


seizure of the government more than 
three years ago with the often-used 
charge nf the dangers of communism. 
Ironically such dangers may be greater 
today than then, especially if there is 
widespread belief that a few American 
pocketbooks are being padded to keep 
the colonels in power.

Washington Insight 
Moscow Visit Ends Japanese 
Fears of U.S.-Peking Deal 


BY JOSEPH KRAFT 


TOKYO — No government 


has taken more kindly to the 
news of President Nixon's 
coming Moscow visit than the 
regime of Prime Minister 
Eisaku Sato here in Japan. 
For the announcement puts a 
stop to Japanese fears of a 
deal between Washington arid 
Peking at the expense of 
Tokyo. 


With that fear 
dispelled, 


Sato can move ahead with a 
strategy for rebuilding his 
internal political strength on 
the basis of reaffirmed ties 
with the United States. And in 
an interview the other day, lie 
made it clear just how he 
proposes to achieve that, goal. 


The centerpiece of his 


strategy 
is 
the 
treaty 


providing for reversion of 
Okinawa to Japan was signed 
in Washington earlier 
this 


year. The treaty now comes 
up for ratification in a special 
session of the Diet, and Sato is 
plainly trying to put it across 
in Japan as an historic ac- 
complishment. 


Worries About Treaty 


"We are about," he said of 


the treaty, "to achieve the 
return of an island with one 
million people. That is a lot of 
people. Just think how many 
countries there are in the 
United Nations with less than 
a million people. To do that 
without war through peaceful 
talks is quite an achievement.

products by forcing Tokyo to 
revalue the yen upwards 
against the dollar. 


For many of this country's 


smaller

operate on a narrow profit 
margin, any dent in the 
capacity to sell abroad will be 
a bad blow. Even so, the 
Prime Minister is now clearly 
prepared within the context of

realignment of currencies, to 
make

In sum. 
Sato is staking 


everything on the Okinawa

taking a preference in spades 
over hearts. South completed 
the auction by bidding game. 


Jordan got the defense off 


to a quick start by leading the 
diamond king and 
following 


with the ace 
and 
another. 


East covered dummy's card 
and declarer ruffed. 


Declarer crossed to one of 


dummy's high clubs and led a 
low heart from dummy and 
finessed. Jordan sensed some- 
thing about this play and 
refused to commit himself. He 
ducked the trick! 


Examine the effect of Jor- 


dan's play. Had he taken his 
heart 
king, declarer 
would 


have won any 
return and 


drawn only two rounds of 
trumps. Declarer would then 
play two rounds of hearts and 
ruff 
his losing heart 
with 


dummy's carefully preserved 
third trump. This careful play 
had nothing to lose and, as in 
today's hand, could only gain. 


However, a f t e r Jordan's 


smooth evasive 
action, 
de- 


clarer quite naturally placed 
the heart 
king with 
East. 


Thinking all was secure, de- 
clarer drew all the trumps. 
Why chance an unnecessary 
heart ruff? 


When declarer crossed to 


dummy with a club to repeat 
the "marked" heart finesse, 
Jordan sprung the trap. He 
won his heart king and waited 
patiently for another heart 
trick to defeat the contract. 


In football. Jordan is rarely 


faked into hitting the man 
without the ball. As this hand 
demonstrates, 
some 
of his 


outstanding football qualities 
carry over to his defensive 
play in bridge.
